He said on or about Jan. 22, 
1964, Logan gave Hephner $50. 
consisting of two $20 bills and 
one $10 bill. 
He went on to explain how the 
question of pinball licenses had 
been raised in City C o u n c i l 
and a conference called by the 
mayor with Logan to discuss 
the aspects. 
Atty. Allison said Hephner did 
not attend the meeting as asked, 
nor did Councilman W a l t e r 
Henthome, who had raised the 
question as to where the license 
money was. 


ATTY. ALLISON added that 
Logan did attend and related 
how he had been allegedly mak­ 
ing cash payments to Hephner. 
He also claimed evidence would

was contacted by a member of 
the police force who tried to get 
him to change the story.

A recent ch eck in th e Ch arleston area 
sh owed th e campaign to be a near flop. 
A clu ster of fiv e u gly old bu ildings along 
a section of th e tu rnpike still remain 
.standing, as do 111 of 139 oth er sh acks in 
th e su rv ey areas. 
Clarence Moran, member of th e Ch ar- 
le.ston Beau tification Commission, s a i d 
th e pictu re th rou gh ou t th e state Is ac­ 
tu ally worse — th e origional 8 ,000 sh acks 


did not inclu de th ose in cities; Moran 
said th e real total is abou t 60,000 — of 
wh ich abou t 2,500 h av e been razed. 
West Virginia is not alone in ex peri­ 
encing difficu lty in ridding itself of de­ 
crepit. worth less bu ildings. In th is area 
th ere are some squ alid and dilapidated 
h ov els, long ov erdu e for destru ction, wh ich 
mar th e scenery or are blemish es in a 
commu nity . 
Owners of abandoned bu ildings wh ich 
are no longer u sefu l sh ou ld h av e th em 
tom down.

Circu it Cou rt of Appeals th at 
th ere was no obligation to aban­ 
don th e neigh borh ood sch ool to 
attain a better racial balance.

Gary , Ind., h ad transferred stu ­ 
dents from ov ercrowded sch ools 
and in one instance th ere were 
120 Negroes among th e 140 stu ­ 
dents transferred from a pre­ 
dominantly Negro .sch ool to a 
predominantly 
wh ite 
sch ool. 
Th is was not considered ade­ 
qu ate by th e Negro organiza­ 
tions wh ich took th e ca.se to 
cou rt 
Th e plaintiffs h ad based th eir 
ca.se, in th e words of th e Cir­ 
cu it Cou rt opinion, “on th eir 
fu ndamental th eory th at th eir 
righ t to be integrated in sch ool 
l.s su ch an ov er-riding pu rpose 
th at little, if any , c<wisi(ieration 
need be giv en to th e safety of 
th e ch ildren, conv enience of pu ­ 
pils and th eir parents and costs 
of th e operation of th e sch ool 
sy stem.” 


THE Pl.AINTIFFS also ar­ 
gu ed th at in th e 1954 desegre­ 
gation decision of th e Su preme 
Cou rt of th e United States .seg­ 
regated pu blic edu cation was 
h eld to be incompatible with 
th e requ irements of th e 14th 
Amendment. In th e Gary case, 
th e Circu it Cou rt of Appeals

tricts by th e mere fact th at 
sh ifts in popu lation eith er in­ 
crease or decrease th e percent­ 
age of eith er Negro or wh ite 
pu pils.” 
Many instances of “racial im­ 
balance” h av e been noted in 
pu blic sch ools in different parts 
of th e North as well as in th e 
Sou th , and th e Gary case is an 
ex ample of wh ere .sch ools were 
predominantly one race or th e 
oth er by natu ral circu mstances 
and th ere were no efforts made, 
in districting th e sch ools, to di.s- 
eriminate by rea.son of race or 
color. 
Wh ile th e Su preme Cou rt it- 
.self h as h eld th at segregation 
in pu blic .sch ools “solely on th e 
ba.sis of race” is wrong, it h a.s 
nev er ru led in fav or (rf com­ 
pu lsory integration to correci 
“imbalance.” 


SPOKESMEN for th e Negro 
organizations say th at, wh ile 
th ey h av e not gained th eir point 
in th e Gary case, th ey h ope 
th at, in some oth er ca.se wh ich 
th ey will bring before th e h igh 
cou rt, a different decision may 
be h anded down. 
Th at is wh y in th is “era of 
confu sion” it is difficu lt from 
one day to anoth er for th e citi­ 
zens to know ex actly wh at "th e 
law of th e land” is likely to be 
on racial qu estions and may be 
th at is one reason wh y th e 
street demonstrations h av e not 
been abandoned.

The fall meant the end of what the 
French themselves called “ la g u e r r e 
pourrie,” freely translated as “ the mixed- 
up war.” It brought about a government 
—headed by Pierre Mendes-France — 
pledged to obtain an Indochinese armis­ 
tice. It also brought on the cease-fire 
agreements signed at Geneva on July 21, 
1954, ending the longest war in the 20th 
century. 
The French fought this struggle of at­ 
tribution for seven years and 
s e v e n 
months. The Geneva agreements, split­ 
ting Viet Nam and neutralizing Laos and 
Cambodia, dampened and virtually 
ex­

in

china. 
The United States had been extending 
aid to Indo-China since 1951, when mil­ 
itary and economic assistance was dis­ 


patched to help the French in their strug­ 
gle with the Communist rebels. By 1954 
the aid had come to $1.5 billion. 
The United States supported the French 
with Navy and Air Force planes. John 
Foster Dulles as secretary of state went 
to “ the brink of war” over Indochina. 
Only British influence held up American 
military intervention. 
Indochina cost France twice as much 
as the Marshall Plan gave her in terms 
of treasure. France spent $5 billion to

contribution to that war was more than 
$2 billion.

Dienbienphu seems to have little historic 
meaning for militarists who urge a strat­ 
egy of “ escalation,” the strategy of mas­ 
sive action that destroyed France.

The unique anti-shanty campaign in 
West Virginia, launched in 1963 to rid the 
countryside of unsightly a b a n d o n e d 
shacks, has not been much of a success, 
surveys this spring indicate. 
An estimated 8,000 rundown buildings 
throughout the state were designated as 
eyesores last year, and owners were re­ 
quested to raze them. 
A recent check in the Charleston area 
showed the campaign to be a near flop. 
A cluster of five ugly old buildings along 
a section of the turnpike still remain 
standing, as do IU of 139 other shacks in 
the survey areas. 
Clarence Moran, member of the Char­ 
leston Beautification Commission, s a i d 
the picture throughout the state is ac­ 
tually worse — the origional 8,000 shacks 


did not include those in cities; Moran 
said the real total is about 60,000 — of 
which about 2,500 have been razed.

In this area 
there are some squalid and dilapidated 
hovels, long overdue for destruction, which 
mar the scenery or are blemishes in a 
community.

of the operation of the school

THE PLAINTIFFS also ar­ 
gued that in the 1954 desegre­ 
gation decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States seg­ 
regated public education was 
held to be incompatible with 
the requirements of the Nth 
Amendment. In the Gary case, 
the Circuit Court of Appeals 
agreed 
that 
“ there is no af­ 
firmative 
U.S. 
constitutional 
duty to change innocently ar­ 
rived at school attendance dis­ 
tricts by the mere fact that 
shifts in population either in­ 
crease or decrease the percent­ 
age of either Negro or white 
pupils.” 
Many instances of “ racial im­ 
balance” have been noted in 
public schools in different parts 
of the North as well as in the 
South, and the Gary case is an 
example of where schools were 
predominantly one race or the 
other by natural circumstances 
and there were no efforts made, 
in districting the schools, to dis­ 
criminate by reason of race or 
color. 
While the Supreme Court it­ 
self has held that segregation 
in public schools “ solely on the 
basis of race” is wrong, it has 
never ruled in favor of com­ 
pulsory integration to correct 
“ imbalance.” 


SPOKESMEN for the Negro 
organizations say that, while 
they have not gained their point 
in the Gary case, they hope 
that, in some other case which 
they will bring before the high 
court, a different decision may 
be handed down. 
That is why in this “ era of 
confusion” it is difficult from 
one day to another for the citi­ 
zens to know exactly what “ the 
law of the land” is likely to be 
on racial questions and maybe 
that is one reason why the 
street demonstrations have not 
been abandoned.

N ew C om m iaB ioit G iv e s N o d 
$566 Million Road Plan 
Okayed For Pennsylvania 


HARRISBURG rn - The new 
Pennsylvania Highway Com ­ 
mission approved Wednesday 
the State Highway D e p a r t - 
ment’s proposed $566.3 million 
road construction program for 
the 1964-65 fiscal year. 
Gov. Scranton’s h i g h w a y 
budget calls for construction of 
650 new miles of road, improve­ 
ments to 2,000 other miles and 
payments to municipalities to­ 
taling almost $37 million. 
At the same time, Henry D. 
Harr a a1, secretary of h i g h- 
ways, presented the commis­ 
sion with a $1.7 billion proposed 
construction program over a 
six-year period beginning in fis­ 
cal 1964. 
Harral said the proposed pro­ 
jects would be part of a fed­ 
eral aid financed program. 
But he noted that their esti­ 
mated cost “far exceeds” the 
amount available at present to 
finance them. 
However, he urged the com­ 
mission to give the p r o j e c t s 
early consideration in evaluat­ 
ing them for future action. 
Die suggested locations of the 
work were not revealed at this 
time by the department. 
The commission, created by 


the 1963 General Assembly, is 
charged with recommending a 
six-year construction program 
to the department. 
Each year, the commission is 
to review its recommendations. 
They then go to the department 
for consideration of necessary 
revisions, adjustments or exten­ 
sions. 
Harral, chairman of the com­ 
mission. told the membership 
the state's economic and indus­ 
trial growth depends on its 
transportation system. 
He hailed the commission as 


a body which will eliminate pe­ 
riodic interruptions of programs 
and policies in the department. 
“Pennsylvania now has the 
machinery to achieve stability 
and continuity in h i g h w a y 
planning, programming and con­ 
struction,” he said.

Dear Heloise: What do you 
do when you have your drapes 
cleaned and they come back a 
half inch too short? I w o u l d 
appreciate any answer you can 
give me. 
Also, when you move from 
one house to the other, what 
do you do when they are 3 
inches too short? 
MELISSA. 


DEAR MELISSA: I asked my 
cleaner if he could clean the 
panels in my living room with­ 
out shrinking them. He said 
“ Dear Heloise, if you dry clean 
them yourself they are still go­ 
ing to shrink an inch.” 
I didn’t believe this. 
I took the panels down and 
dumped them in a do-it-yourself 
cleaning establishment. T h e y 
still shrunk. 
This fellow tried to tell me 
that just because something was 
dry cleaned, did not mean that 
it would not shrink. Now, I 
believe lam. And mine was a 
synthetic fabric! 
About your short side drapes. 
There is nothing I can tell you 
to do but let out the hem and 
make a false hem with some 
kind of fabric. This will still 
give you the weight of your 
drapery and perhaps 
it will 
never be noticed. 
However, here is what I did 
once: 


When my thick, heavy side 
drapes shrank 3 inches, I bought 
some 3-inch-long fringe. This is 
ordinarily used across die bot­ 
tom of chairs, sofas, etc. and is 
not too expensive, if you go to 
a drapery shop to purchase it. I 
sewed this along the bottom 
of my draperies. It not only 
covered up the baseboards but 
gave the drapery weight and 
made it look nicer. . . . 
HELOISE. 
DEAR HELOISE: My hus­ 
band is a truck driver and 
his lunch pail rides with him 
on his Job. He used to com­ 
plain about his sandwiches 
becoming dry. 
Then a fellow driver told 


me to line the bottom of the 
lunch pail

lunch. This really works. No 
more dry lunches now.

Dave Nicholson, reaching for 
even greater heights with his 
strikeout act this season, has 
added depth to the Otho1 half of 
his repertory.
